Based upon all of the above facts, a strong case could 
be argued that the aforementioned individuals violated the honest 
services statue by providing or accepting a stream of TOV 
(payments to the wives and trips) in exchange for conducting 
official acts which benefitted the lobbying practices and 
clients.

The following are the issues of concern discussed at 

the November 4 meeting, or which arose during the course of the 

investigation, resulting in DOJ’s declination: 
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Additionally, DOJ felt that there were reasonable 
arguments that they could make to extend the statue of 
limitations due to outstanding MLAT requests they had submitted. 
However, there was a limited amount of case law precedent 
relative to this issue and therefore the success of this argument 
was not guaranteed. 

Although DOJ may have prevailed in court using either 
one or both of these arguments to extend the statue of 
limitations, there were no guarantees that either argument would 
be successful. This issue alone was not reason to decline the 
case, but combined with other issues as explained below, was just 
one more thing of concern that added to the totality of 
circumstances leading to DOJ's declination. 
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Official Acts 

The subjects in this case likely would make the 

following arguments in attacking the official acts component of 
this case. 

In October of 2009, U.S. District Judge Ellen Huvelle 
issued the jury instructions in the Kevin Ring trial. The jury 
instructions gave the defendant quite a bit of wiggle room in 
explaining legitimate gifts and lobbying activity. The jury 
instructions also set the bar quite high in terms of the types of 
acts that constitute official acts on the part of public 
officials. The instructions state that "Mere favoritism, 
evidenced by a public official's willingness to take a lobbyist’s 
telephone call or to meet with the lobbyist, is not an official 
act.

The Supreme Court and the Honest Service Fraud Statute 

The Supreme Court is in the process of hearing several 
cases related to the Honest Services Statute. There is a strong 
likelihood that the Supreme Court's rulings in these cases may 
weaken the statute making it that much more difficult for the 
Government to successfully bring charges under this statute. 


Possible Other Factors 

In 2009, the DOJ prosecution team on the Senator Ted 
Stevens case came under heavy scrutiny by the judge in the case, 
Judge Emmit G. Sullivan (Sullivan). Sullivan became frustrated 
with the prosecutors on several occasions and placed some DOJ 
attorneys, including Chief William Welch II of the Public 
Integrity Section (PIN), under contempt of court. Sullivan then 
appointed a special counsel to investigate whether the conduct of 
Welch and others at PIN involved criminal intent. The negative 
influence of the Stevens case had a dampening effect on CR2 0 
cases, which were all being prosecuted by PIN. There was a 
perceived pull-back in terms of the aggressiveness with which PIN 
prosecuted CR20's cases. Cases which were previously strongly 
supported for prosecution by PIN became questionable.

In light of the above, DOJ foresaw many challenges in 

being able to successfully prosecute this case. As a result, DOJ
